The  population  per  house  at  the  last  census  was  5 ’8. 

Strict  supervision  is  exercised  by  the  Borough  Engineer  over  the 
erection  of  new  houses. 

The  drains  receive  special  attention,  and  must  withstand  the  water  test 
before  being  passed  as  satisfactory.  A certificate  as  to  fitness  for  habitation 
is  not  given  until  an  Inspector  from  the  Health  Department  has  inspected 
and  approved  of  the  new  premises. 

BIRTHS. 

During  the  year  1909,  2,138  births  were  registered.  Of  these  1,104 
were  males,  and  1,034  were  females.  The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion is  therefore  29-9  ; the  average  of  the  previous  10  years  being  31-8. 

The  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  during  1909  was  25-G  per 
1,000,  i.e.,  4-3  per  1,000  lower  than  that  of  Bootle. 

The  following  charts  show  at  a glance  the  variations  in  the  local  Birth 
Rate  and  in  the  Death  Rate  during  the  past  19  years.

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It  will  bo  soon  that  the  birth  rate  has  shown  an  almost  continuous 
decline.  In  1891,  the  rate  was  35'9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  whereas  in 
1909  it  had  fallen  to  29'9  per  1,000. 

Fewer  persons  marry  than  formerly,  and  both  men  and  women  marry  at 
later  ages.  No  doubt  the  causes  of  the  decline  in  the  birth  rate  are  multiple, 
hut  the  one  just  mentioned  is  sometimes  lost  sight  of.

The  Notification  of 

Births  Act, 

1907,  came  into  operation  on 

the  7th 

January,  1908,  and  its  objects  are  (in  the  words  of  the  Local  Government 
Board)  “ the  giving  of  advice  and  instruction  to  those  in  charge  of  infants.” 

The  number  of  births  notified  under  the  Act  during  the  past  year 
amounted  to  82  per  cent,  of  the  total  births  registered  with  the  local  registrar. 
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This  does  not  compare  favourably  with  the  first  year’s  working,  when  86  per 


cent,  of  the  total  births  were  notified.

The  early  information  so  obtained,  has  proved  of  great  value  to  the 
Health  Department,  and  no  doubt  the  lives  of  many  children  have  been  saved 
owing  to  the  advice  and  instruction  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  ignorant 
and  inexperienced  mothers  as  to  the  way  in  which  infants  should  bo  cleansed, 
clothed  and  fed.  In  this  connection  alone  4,203  visits  have  been  made  by  the 
Lady  Inspectors  during  the  year.  Their  efforts  have  been  ably  supplemented 
by  the  members  of  the  Bootle  Health  Society  and  other  voluntary  workers,  who 
took  in  hand  a large  number  of  the  poorest  cases,  and  provided  food  and 
clothing  wherever  this  was  found  to  be  necessary  and  possible. 

The  work  done  by  the  Society  cannot  be  too  highly  praised,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  in  the  future  it  will  be  able  to  extend  its  sphere  of  usefulness. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  amounted  to 
989,  giving  a death  rate  of  13-8  per  1,000  of  the  population.  These  figures 
include  the  deaths  of  26  non-residents. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  the  correct  number  of  Bootle  persons  who  died 
during  the  year  it  is  necessary  to  deduct  these  26  deaths  and  to  add  142  deaths 
of  persons,  said  to  have  been  Bootle  residents,  who  died  in  the  workhouses 
in  Liverpool,  together  with  an  additional  43  deaths  of  Bootle  people  dying  in 
other  public  Institutions  in  Liverpool  and  elsewhere. 

When  these  adjustments  have  been  made,  the  total  number  of  deaths 
assigned  to  Bootle  is  found  to  be  1,148,  equal  to  a death  rate  of  16  per  1,000 
of  the  population. 

This  rate  is  1'5  per  1,000  greater  than  that  of  England  and  Wales  for 
the  corresponding  year,  and  is  2-7  per  1,000  less  than  the  average  local  rate 
for  the  previous  10  years.  It  is  the  lowest  on  record  for  Bootle.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 


There  were  253  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  equal  to  an 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  118  per  1,000  births.  This  rate  is  45  per  1,000 
below  the  average  for  the  previous  10  years,  and  is  the  most  satisfactory 
feature  of  the  year’s  vital  statistics,  being  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Bootle.

Apart  from  Diarrhoea,  the  deaths  from  which  depend  so  largely  upon 
seasonal  influence,  there  was  a general  and  substantial  reduction  in  the  mor- 
tality of  the  older  infants.  It  is  difficult  to  avoid  connecting  this  satisfactory 
tendency  with  the  quickening  of  the  public  conscience  of  late  years  upon  the 
subject,  but  it  would  be  premature  to  assume  that  the  improvement  will  be 
necessarily  maintained,  though  there  is  much  reason  to  hope  so. 

During  1909  Measles  was  exceptionally  fatal.  Fourteen  children  under 
the  age  of  one  year  died  from  this  disease.

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The  chart  for  the  year  1909  shows  the  birth  rate  and  the  rate  of 
infantile  mortality  in  each  of  the  Wards  compared  with  that  for  the  whole 
Borongh,  and  with  that  for  England  and  Wales.  It  will  be  noted  that  the 
highest  birth  rate,  89  0 per  1,000,  is  to  be  credited  to  Orrell  Ward,  and  that 
the  lowest  death  rate  among  the  infant  population,  44  per  1,000  births,  also 
occurred  in  this  Ward.  In  estimating  for  comparative  purposes  the  import- 
ance of  the  statistics  for  Orrell  Ward,  it  must  be  remembered  that  its  popula- 
tion is  only  4,074,  whereas  the  smallest  of  the  other  Wards  has  a population 
of  over  12,000.  It  is  therefore  necessary  in  order  to  arrive  at  comparative 
results  for  Orrell  to  take  the  birth  rate  and  the  rate  of  infantile  mortality  over 
a series  of  years.  When  this  is  done  for  the  years  1906  to  1909,  the  average 
birth  rate  is  found  to  be  87'4,  and  the  rate  of  infantile  mortality  for  the 
corresponding  period  to  be  114  per  1,000  births. 

Of  the  258  deaths  of  infants,  42  took  place  within  a week  of  birth,  and 
an  additional  80  only  lived  for  one  month. 

Of  the  deaths  at  this  early  period  of  life,  about  75  per  cent,  are  due  to  a‘ 
group  of  conditions — prematurity,  congenital  defects,  atrophy,  debility  and 
inanition. 

Tbe  majority  of  the  deaths  in  this  group  are  chiefly  dependent  on  adverse 
ante-natal  conditions.  Preventive  measures  are  therefore  less  easy  to  apply 
than  those  appropriate  in  the  case  of  older  infants. 

In  compliance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Council  an  enquiry  as  to  the 
Industrial  Employment  of  Women  and  its  effects  upon  Infant  Mortality  was 
carried  out  for  the  Home  Office  during  the  years  1908  and  1909.

It  is  the  experience  in  manufacturing  towns  that  the  mortality  amongst 
the  infants  of  women  employed  in  factories  is  much  greater  than  that  pre- 
vailing amongst  women  solely  engaged  in  household  duties. 

The  statistics  obtained  with  reference  to  the  local  enquiry  are  not 
sufficiently  large  to  base  any  general  deductions  upon.  As  far  as  they  go, 
however,  they  show  the  exact  converse  to  the  general  view,  seeing  that  the 
rate  of  infant  mortality  amongst  the  children  of  the  women  who  were  indus- 
trially employed  was  136  per  1,000  births,  against  191  per  1,000  where  the 
mothers  were  solely  engaged  in  household  duties.

During  the  past  19  years  the  average  number  of  patients  notified  each 
year=820.  The  attack  rate  during  the  same  period  was  5’4  per  1,000  of  the 
population  per  annum.  55  per  cent,  of  those  reported  were  removed  to 
hospital.  ^ 
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The  accompanying  charts  show  that  during  the  period  under  review 
Scarlet  Fever  was  never  absent  from  the  Borough.  Bootle,  however,  is 
not  peculiar  in  this  respect ; the  like  experience  obtains  practically  in  all  large 
towns,  and  this,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals 
are  mainly  filled  with  patients  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever.  The  great 
expense  attached  to  the  aggregation  of  these  patients  in  hospital  has  not  met 
with  the  success  expected,  seeing  that  the  attack  rate  has  not  been  reduced  ; 
the  only  gratifying  feature  being  that  the  percentage  of  deaths  to  cases  is  much 
lower  than  formerly.  This  in  its  turn  is  partly  owing  to  the  type  of  the  disease 
being  milder  during  recent  years,  and  to  the  fact  that  the  more  serious  cases 
usually  receive  hospital  treatment.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  that  222,  or  55  per  cent,  of  the 
notifications,  referred  to  school  children,  and  amongst  these,  only  four  deaths 
took  place,  giving  a case  mortality  of  1‘8  per  cent.  This  rate  can  be  con- 
sidered comparatively  low  and  contrasts  strikingly  with  the  mortality  in 
children  not  attending  school.  In  the  latter  groups  187  cases  were  reported, 
12  of  whom  died,  giving  a mortality  of  8’7  per  cent,  of  those  attacked. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  not  a single  death  occurred  amongst  the  1 86 
patients  above  the  age  of  seven  years  who  were  attacked  by  Scarlet  Fever.

On  referring  to  the  following  table  it  will  be  seen  that  with  the  exception 
of  Christ  Church  Schools,  some  departments  of  which  were  closed  just  before 
the  commencement  of  the  year  1 909,  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet 
Fever  amongst  the  scholars,  that,  comparatively  speaking,  the  greatest  incidence 
of  the  disease  occurred  in  children  attending  the  Council  Schools.  This  is 
probably  merely  a coincidence ; there  is  no  question  that  the  hygienic  con- 
ditions of  these  schools  are  far  superior  in  every  way  to  those  existing  in  the 
majority  of  the  Voluntary  Schools.

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111  considering  the  above  table  it  should  bo  observed  that  the  patients 
nursed  at  home  were  selected  cases,  and  that  the  basis  of  the  selection  was  on 
the  means  of  isolation  available,  and  on  the  number  of  other  children  in  the 
house  liable  to  contract  Scarlet  Fever. 

It  will  be  seen  that  multiple  cases  occurred  in  59  dwellings,  representing 
18  per  cent,  of  the  infected  houses.  The  total  number  of  cases  arising  in 
these  houses  was  18G. 

If  for  the  time  being  it  is  assumed  that  in  each  of  these  premises,  all  the 
cases  except  the  first  one  notified,  could  have  been  prevented,  then  77  remain 
to  be  accounted  for. 


Of  these  77 — 

12  were  return  cases  from  hospital. 

20  were  reported  simultaneously  with  the  original  infecting  case. 

29  were  further  cases  reported  at  houses  from  which  the  primary 
cases  had  been  removed  to  hospital. 

16  were  further  cases  reported  at  houses  where  the  primary  cases 
were  nursed  at  home.

cases  where  home  treatment  was  adopted  from  the  first,  it  must  be  noted  that 
in  the  houses  from  which  the  272  hospital  cases  came  there  were  437  other 
children  who  had  not  had  Scarlet  Fever,  and  in  the  125  dwellings  where  the 
patients  were  nursed  at  home  only  120  remaining  children  were  liable  to  con- 
tract the  disease. 

Latterly,  much  discussion  has  ensued  as  to  the  value  of  hospital  isolation 
for  Scarlet  Fever.  The  removal  of  a centre  of  infection  from  a densely  pop- 
ulated neighbourhood  to  a hospital  must  necessarily  tend  to  check  the  spread 
of  the  disease,  providing  that  the  infected  house  and  clothing  are  properly 
disinfected.  The  latter  object,  however,  cannot  always  be  attained  under 
existing  conditions. 

What  are  known  as  “missed  cases”  of  Scarlet  Fever  are  mainly  respon- 
sible for  the  spread  of  the  disease,  the  illness  being  so  mild  that  the  parents 
do  not  think  of  requisitioning  the  services  of  a medical  attendant,  the  child 
being  allowed  to  play  about  as  usual  with  other  children  and  to  infect  those 
who  may  be  at  the  time  susceptible  to  the  disease. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  statistics  given  will,  when  considered  in  conjunction 
with  those  of  other  years,  assist  in  arriving  at  some  means  whereby  the 
continued  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  may  be  checked. 

DIPHTHERIA.

As  in  the  previous  year,  the  greatest  number  arose  in  Derby  and  in 
Linacre  Wards  ; the  portions  of  the  Borough  where  Scarlatina  was  also  most 
prevalent. 

Of  the  64  notified  cases  28  occurred  in  infants  not  attending  school,  and 
of  the  latter  8 proved  fatal.  28  school  children  were  also  reported  to  be 
suffering  from  Diphtheria.  The  case  mortality  amongst  this  group  was  very 
low,  only  2 deaths  occurring.  The  remaining  8 persons  attacked  were  above 
school  age,  and  all  recovered.

In  no  town  has  a greater  success  followed  the  conversion  of  privies  into 
water-closets  than  in  Bootle.  The  Corporation  paid  half  the  expense  of  the 
conversions. 

This  money  was  certainly  well  spent,  and  the  results  have  been  of 
incalculable  benefit  to  the  Borough.  In  order  to  better  illustrate  the 
conditions  that  prevailed  18  years  ago  with  those  of  to-day,  the  following 
diagram  relating  to  Enteric  Fever  has  been  prepared.

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TYPHUS  FEVER. 

A small  outbreak  occurred  during  the  year.  The  first  patient  to  become 
ill  was  certified  to  have  died  from  some  other  disease,  but  suhsequertt  events 
leave  no  doubt  hut  that  the  cause  of  death  was  Typhus. ' Seven  others,  all 
members  of  the  same  family,  were  afterwards  sent  by  their  medical  attendant 
to  the  Workhouse  Hospital,  and,  after  being  under  observation  at  that 
Institution,  were  certified  to  he  suffering  from  Typhus  and  removed  to  the 
Netherfield  Road  Hospital  for  Infectious  diseases,  where  two  of  the  patients  died. 

Three  other  cases  were  removed  to  Linacre  Hospital  and  of  these  one 
died.  The  outbreak  was  confined  to  4 houses,  multiple  cases  only  occurring 
in  the  one  in  which  the  disease  first  broke  out.  The  cases  in  the  remaining 
8 houses  were  discovered  by  the  officials  of  the  Health  Department  as  a result 
of  daily  visits  to  the  addresses  of  all  contacts.  The  means  adopted  to  prevent 
the  further  spread  of  the  disease  were  entirely  successful. 

MEASLES. 

Measles  became  epidemic  in  1908  and  continued  so  during  the  first  six 
months  of  1909.  The  disease  was  most  prevalent  during  the  colder  months, 
and  the  majority  of  the  fatal  cases  were  complicated  either  with  bronchitis, 
broncho-pneumonia  or  pneumonia,  a predisposing  cause  being  the  unfavourable 
climatic  conditions.  In  epidemics  of  measles  during  the  warmer  months  the 
above  complications  are  less  frequent,  and  the  case  mortality  correspondingly 
less. 


Of  the  68  deaths,  the  greatest  number  yet  recorded  in  any  one  year,  all 
except  4 occurred  in  children  beloto  the  age  of  6 years. 

The  Elementary  Education  Authorities  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  476  cases  of  measles.  All  these  were  kept  under  observation  and 
re-visited  when  possible.  13  of  the  476  children  died,  giving  a case  mortality 
of  2*7  per  cent. 

Not  being  a compulsorily  notifiable  disease,  the  number  of  cases  of  measles 
which  occurred  last  year  cannot  be  accurately  estimated,  but,  on  the 
assumption  that  the  same  case  mortality  obta.ined  in  the  cases  not  coming  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  Health  Department  as  in  those  reported  by  the  School 
Authorities,  the  number  of  children  who  would  have  suffered  from  measles 
during  the  year  1909  would  be  2,489. 
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This  is  almost  impossible,  seeing  that  there  are  only  about  8,800  children 
under  the  age  of  5 years  resident  in  the  Borough,  and  that  68  per  cent  of  those 
commencing  their  school  career  during  the  year  1909,  had  previously  suffered 
from  measles. 


The  only  conclusion  that  suggests  itself,  is  that  the  case  mortality 
amongst  those  not  reported  to  the  Health  Department  must  have  been 
considerably  greater  than  amongst  the  cases  so  reported. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  timely  advice  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  to 
the  parents  of  sick  children  has  resulted  in  the  saving  of  a considerable 
number  of  lives  of  children  who  would  otherwise  have  died  from  measles  or 
its  complications. 

Owing  to  the  incidence  of  measles  amongst  the  scholars,  it  was  found 
advisable  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  to  close  the  Infants’  Department  of  one 
of  the  schools  for  two  weeks.

86  cases  of  the  disease  were  reported  to  the  Health  Department  by  the 
School  Authorities. 

As  in  the  case  of  Measles,  an  Inspector  visits  each  notified  case,  and 
gives  instructions  as  regards  isolation,  &c.  The  parents  are  also  recommended  to 
call  in  the  aid  of  a medical  man,  and  in  many  cases  this  advice  is  acted  upon. 

The  diagrams  on  page  28  are  interesting.  They  show  the  difference 
each  year  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles.  They 
demonstrate  also  that,  nothwithstanding  the  progress  made  in  sanitation 
generally,  the  deaths  from  these  diseases  have  shown  no  permanent  decline 
since  1892.

Since  1907  a system  of  voluntary  notification  of  cases  of  Diarrhoea, 
occurring  in  children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  has  been  in  force  during  the 
months  of  July,  August  and  September. 

For  the  notification  of  each  case  the  medical  attendant  was  offered  2/6, 
and  was  requested  to  report  only  those  in  which  he  was  of  opinion  that  the 
services  of  a Lady  Health  Visitor  would  be  both  useful  and  welcome. 

This  resulted  in  39  notifications  being  received  in  the  year  1909. 

15  of  the  patients  were  reported  by  two  doctors,  the  remaining  24  cases 
coming  from  11  other  medical  men. 

Of  those  notified  8 died,  5 of  these  had  been  delicate  from  birth  and  2 
others  were  moribund  when  reported.  In  these  latter  cases  no  useful  result 
could,  at  this  late  stage  of  the  illness,  follow  notification  of  the  disease. 
Moreover,  the  notifications  did  not  comply  with  the  conditions  laid  down  by 
the  Health  Committee. 


The  remaining  81  cases,  i.e.  79  per  cent  of  the  total,  all  recovered.

It  is  evident  that  the  pronounced  migratory  tendency  of  Phthisical 
patients  will  render  preventive  measures  more  difficult. 


These  should  consist  of — 

1 . Sanatorium  treatment  for  early  cases. 

2.  Isolation  for  advanced  cases. 

3.  Disinfection,  etc.,  of  infected  houses. 

4.  Dissemination  of  information  regarding  Phthisis  and  its  treat- 

ment in  the  home. 


The  Corporation  disinfect  and  cleanse  rooms  after  cases  of  Phthisis. 
Permission  however  must  be  obtained,  both  from  the  occupier  and  the  owner, 
before  disinfection  and  cleansing  can  be  proceeded  with. 

Although  frequent  visits  are  made  to  known  cases,  it  oftens  happens  that 
the  patient  has,  in  the  interval  between  tbe  inspections,  left  tbe  neigbbourbood 
and  cannot  be  traced. 

In  9 houses  '•■m  Phthisis  was  known  to  exist  in  some  member  of  tbe 

A 

family,  and  where  disinfection  had  been  refused,  other  cases  arose  in  tbe  next 
family  wbo  came  to  occupy  tbe  premises.  In  no  instance  did  a further  case 
occur  where  a house  had  been  disinfected  before  being  re  let.  This  appears 
to  be  something  more  than  a coincidence  and  points  strongly  to  the  view  that 
germs  of  tbe  disease  may  remain  in  an  active  state  in  a bouse  after  a patient 
has  vacated  it,  and  may  lead  to  the  infection  of  future  inmates. 

If,  therefore,  it  became  tbe  practice  to  disinfect  and  cleanse  all  dwellings 
immediately  they  became  empty  much  good  would  result.  This  would 
probably  lead  to  a reduction  in  tbe  number  of  persons  attacked  by  Phthisis, 
and  would  also  tend  to  lessen  the  prevalence  of  other  diseases. 
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Twenty  per  cent,  of  the  cases  occurred  in  families  from  which  a previous 
history  of  Phthisis  was  obtainable.  The  old  theory  of  hereditary  transmission 
is  now  practically  discarded,  but  that  there  may  be  a family  predisposition  to 
the  disease  is  beyond  question  and  is  fully  borne  out  by  local  experience. 

Of  the  cases  reported  76  per  cent,  had  at  one  time  or  other  received 
hospital  treatment,  and  of  these  92  per  cent,  had  been  inmates  of  the  Work- 
house  Hospitals,  a small  number  being  afterwards  transferred  to  a Sanatorium. 
It  is  difficult  to  convince  some  of  the  patients  that  fresh  air  is  a curative  agent. 
Several  left  the  hospital  and  returned  to  their  homes  because  the  hospital 
doctor  insisted  upon  the  windows  remaining  open. 

ALCOHOLISM. 

During  the  year  1909,  8 deaths  were  assigned  to  Alcoholism,  compared 
with  9 in  1908,  and  6 in  1907. 

This  small  number  does  not  in  any  way  indicate  the  full  extent  of  the 
injury  to  health  caused  by  excessive  drinking. 

THE  MID  WIVES  ACT. 

The  number  of  women  on  the  local  roll  of  midwives  is  26.  In  addition 
to  these,  8 others  who  reside  outside  the  district  gave  notice  of  their  intention 
to  practice  within  the  Borough. 

Of  the  local  midwives,  three  have  not  passed  any  qualifying  examination, 
but  each  of  these  has  been  recognised  by  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  in  con- 
sequence of  having  been  in  practice  as  a midwife  for  at  least  one  year  previous 
to  July  31st,  1902.

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 


During  the  year  4 cases  were  notified,  and  of  these  2 died,  giving  a 
mortality  from  this  disease  of  -93  per  1,000  births. 

The  death  rate  from  Puerperal  Fever  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales  during  the  previous  10  years  was  2'0  per  1,000.

Two  of  the  patients  were  sent  to  Mill  Road  Infirmary,  where  one  died. 

The  four  patients  were  attended  solely  by  midwives,  until  the  symptoms 
of  the  disease  developed,  when  a doctor  was  called  in. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions  the  midwives  have,  during  the  year,  carried 
out  their  duties  efficiently. 

The  case  books  have  been  well  kept,  tbe  bags  and  appliances  were  found 
in  a cleanly  state,  and  the  reports  of  the  routine  visits  paid  to  the  homes  of 
the  midwives  show  that  their  houses  are,  as  a rule,  kept  in  a scrupulously 
clean  condition. 


In  only  one  instance,  as  far  as  is  known,  was  there  any  serious  delay  in 
sending  for  medical  aid.

SUB-LET  HOUSES. 


There  are  183  sub-let  homses  on  the  register.  Although  the  number 
actually  registered  is  comparatively  small,  the  number  of  houses  kept  under 
observation  is  over  600,  and  to  these  4,032  visits  were  made  in  1909. 

The  inhabitants  are  very  migratory,  and  it  is  difficult  to  keep  the  register 
correctly.  Many  of  the  tenants  only  stay  in  a house  long  enough  to  permit 
of  the  cards  and  tickets  being  affixed,  and,  very  often,  when  the  house  is 
again  visited  in  two  or  three  weeks,  it  is  found  to  be  empty. 
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One  serious  defect  in  our  present  bye-laws  is  that  no  proceedings  can  be 
taken  under  them  in  cases  where  it  is  necessary,  from  a moral  point  of  view, 
to  separate  the  sexes.  This  matter  is  quite  as  important  as  overcrowding. 

Probably  less  than  10  per  cent,  of  the  sub-let  houses  in  Bootle  are 
registered  as  such.  In  order  to  register  and  to  properly  inspect  them  all,  two 
additional  Inspectors  would  be  required  for  this  work  alone,  as  mentioned  in  a 
previous  report.  I do  not,  however,  think  it  necessary  that  all  these  should 
be  registered,  as  in  many  sub-let  houses  there  are  only  5 or  6 persons  in  each. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  Local  Government  Board  desire  to  be  informed  precisely  what 
arrangements  are  made  by  the  Council  for  the  inspection  of  meat  in  the 
Borough,  and  in  compliance  with  instructions  the  following  particulars  are 
given. 

Only  two  slaughter  houses  are  in  use.  As  to  one  of  these,  the  license  was 
given  on  condition  that  no  animals  except  those  belonging  to  the  licensee 
would  be  slaughtered  there,  unless  information  as  to  the  time  of  slaughtering 
was  previously  supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Nearly  all  the  meat 
consumed  in  Bootle  comes  from  the  Liverpool  or  Birkenhead  public  slaughter 
houses,  or  is  imported  in  a frozen  condition  from  abroad.  No  carcases  during 
the  year  were  found  to  be  tuberculous. 

Neither  of  the  three  Inspectors  possess  a special  certificate  in  meat 
inspection,  but  one  of  them  is  now  studying  for  it,  and  will  probably  pass  the 
examination  shortly. 

The  dairy  cows  are  periodically  examined  by  a Veterinary  Surgeon,  who 
has  made  the  following  report  on  the  work  done  by  him  during  the 
year  1909  : — 

“ The  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Bootle. 

Dear  Sir, 

During  the  year  1909  I have  made  4 inspections  of  the  84  shippons 

in  the  Borough,  and  they  have  a total  average  of  550  cows.  An 

e.xainination  of  each  cow’s  udder  was  made  at  each  inspection  and  I can 
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congratulate  the  Cow  Keepers  and  the  Borough  of  Bootle  upon  the  fine 
quality  and  condition  of  the  cows.  I also  noticed  the  cleanliness  and 
care  taken  both  outside  and  inside  of  the  utensils,  used  for  collection  and 
distribution  of  the  milk.  The  shippons  were  clean  and  I think  more  care 
is  taken  to  clean  the  udders  and  teats  than  formerly,  also  the  men  devote 
more  time  to  their  hands  before  milking  (still  more  is  required  in  this 
case).  No  cows  have  been  tested  with  Tuberculin,  but  8 have  been 
removed  owing  to  an  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  udders.  About  10 
samples  of  milk  have  been  microscopically  examined  and  nothing  of  a 
suspicious  character  found.

With  reference  to  the  8 dairy  cows  with  unsatisfactory  udders  sentoutof  the 
Bootle  Shippons  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  nothing 
is  definitely  known  as  to  what  became  of  these  animals.  Six  of  them  were  said 
to  have  been  sold  at  the  Stanley  Cattle  Market;  the  remaining  two  were 
slaughtered  in  Liverpool,  and  found  to  be  tubercular. 

The  duties  connected  with  the  sampling  and  examination  of  food  have 
increased  very  much  during  recent  years,  and  there  is,  at  the  present  time, 
enough  work  of  this  description  to  occupy  the  whole  time  of  a Special 
Inspector. 

The  duties  of  such  an  Officer  would  include — 


1.  Taking  samples  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.

Under  Part  II  of  this  Act,  7 cellars  in  Lyons  Street,  in  consequence  of 
being  in  a state  so  dangerous  and  injurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  were  ordered  to  be  put  into  a habitable  condition.  The  owner, 
however,  elected  to  close  the  premises. 

29  other  cellars,  which  had  previously  been  adversely  reported  upon,  have 
been  permanently  closed  and  the  doors  and  windows  bricked  up. 

Out  of  66  cellar  dwellings  originally  occupied  in  this  street  only  9 are  now 
tenanted. 

The  Borough  Engineer  was  requested  by  the  Council  to  draw  up  a scheme 
for  the  erection  of  a Municipal  Lodging  House.  The  land  to  be  dealt  with  is 
situate  on  Derby  Road  (formerly  Falkner  Crescent  and  Falkner  Terrace). 
The  scheme  includes  the  provision  of  a creche.  The  matter,  up  to  the  time 
of  writing  this  report,  had  not  been  definitely  settled.

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HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 


The  application  previously  made  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
power  to  build  a Smallpox  Hospital  at  Maghull  was  further  considered,  and 
as  a result  the  Council  obtained  authority  to  purchase  the  proposed  site  and  to 
lay  down  foundations  for  the  future  buildings. 

Such  hospitals  when  wanted,  are  wanted  urgently.  It  is  therefore  wise, 
both  from  an  economical  and  from  a sanitary  point  of  view,  to  so  arrange 
matters  that  the  site  can  be  utilised  at  the  very  commencement  of  an  outbreak. 
To  this  end  an  Observation  Block  should  be  built  at  once  for  the  reception  of 
two  or  three  patients,  and  so  provide  means  to  isolate  the  first  and  therefore 
the  most  important  cases  whilst  the  main  building  is  in  process  of  erection. 

The  Administrative  Block  at  the  Linacre  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is 
considered  insufficient  for  present  needs,  and  the  advisability  of  increasing  the 
accommodation  has  again  been  discussed  by  the  Committee  responsible  for 
the  efficiency  and  sufficiency  of  Hospital  Administration. 

Some  re-arrangement  of  the  use  made  of  the  Enteric  Fever  Pavilion  might 
be  economically  made.  This  ward  has  accommodation  for  twenty  patients, 
but  for  the  past  few  years  has  been  almost  empty.  A much  smaller  ward 
would  suffice  for  present  needs. 

If  small  wards  were  provided,  each  capable  of  accommodating  a few 
patients.  Hospital  Administration  would  be  rendered  more  easy,  especially 
when  cases  of  multiple  infection  have  to  be  dealt  with.  In  addition  to  this, 
the  hospital  could  extend  its  usefulness  and  serious  cases  of  measles  be  provided 
for.  This  in  some  instances  is  highly  desirable  for  the  patients’  sake. 

The  Resident  Medical  Officer  and  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health — 
Dr.  H.  M.  Caugin,  has  supplied  the  following  information  : —

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The  following  information  required  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  has  been  supplied  by  the  Borough  Engineer : — 

“Bootle  is  a County  Borough,  and  is  1,946  acres  in  extent,  excluding  the 
bed  of  the  River  Mersey.  It  is  bounded  on  the  south  and  east  by  the  City  of 
Liverpool,  on  the  north  by  the  Urban  Districts  of  Waterloo-with-Seaforth  and 
Litherland.  The  western  boundary  of  the  Borough  abuts  on  the  mouth  of 
the  River  Mersey.” 

“ The  land  falls  from  east  to  west,  i.e.,  towards  the  river.  The  highest 
parts  are  situated  in  the  extreme  north-east  and  south-east  boundaries,  and 
reach  a height  of  125  feet  above  mean  sea  level.  The  lower  portions,  adjoin- 
ing the  docks,  are  from  22  to  24  feet  above  mean  sea  level.” 

“The  sewerage  system  is  entirely  by  gravitation  discharging  direct  into  the 
river.  The  Borough  is  divided  into  four  drainage  districts  with  four  separate 
outfalls  on  the  river.  One  of  these  outfalls  is  used  solely  for  Bootle,  and  one 
in  addition  conveys  the  sewage  from  Walton  Gaol,  situated  within  the  City  of 
Liverpool,  one  is  used  jointly  with  Liverpool,  and  the  fourth  also  drains  a 
portion  of  Seaforth  and  the  greater  portion  of  the  drainage  from  Litherland, 
both  Urban  District  Councils.” 

“ Speaking  generally,  the  sewers  within  the  Borough  are,  so  far  as  is 
known,  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  Borough.” 

“ The  sewers  have  good  falls,  and  with  the  exception  of  some  passage 
sewers,  are  self-cleansing,  and  to  these  sewers  Automatic  Flushing  Tanks, 
supplied  with  salt  water,  are  fixed  at  all  heads,  for  assisting  the  cleansing  of 
same.” 

“ Since  October,  1908,  all  new  house  drains  are  subjected  to  a water  test 
before  finally  being  approved.”

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“ The  Ashbins  and  Pail  Closets  are  emptied  once  every  week,  and  the 
Ashpits  and  Middens  at  least  once  every  month.” 

“In  connection  with  the  Ashbins  and  Ashpits,  Water  Closets  are  in  use. 
The  Pail  Closets,  Middens  and  Privies,  situated  in  the  Orrell  Ward,  recently 
added  to  the  Borough,  are  nowin  course  of  conversion  into  Ashbins  and  Water 
Closets.” 

“ The  method  adopted  is  to  empty  the  Ashpits  or  Ashbins  into  light 
baskets,  which  are  wheeled  along  the  passage  and  emptied  directly  into  a 
covered  cart.”
